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Plans have just been completed for 
the largest program of winter in- 
structional work ever carried out by 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
plans include the operations of a spe- 
cial train through portions of the 
province, the holding of a series of 
conferences between business men and 
farmers in Southern Alberta, — the 
holding of short courses in irrigation, 
the holding of a large number of} 
meetings to discuss methods of farm- 
ing, a series of poultry meetings, and 
so forth, The big idea to be present- 
ed in all of these meetings, as empha- 
sized by Hon. George Hoadley, Min- 
ister of Agriculture, is to encourage 
the farmer to produce the stuff that 
can find a ready market, the stuff 
that will earn for him a living from 
day to day, and enable him to pay his 
debts as he goes along. 

The special train will carry exhibits 
of bacon hogs, dairy cattle and mut 
ton sheep. It will be in charge of S 
G. Carlyle, Livestock Commissioner of | 
the province, and will provide instruc- 


tion in the dairy industry and the 
raising of types@of bacon hog and 
mutton sheep. The train, which has 
been supplied free of charge by the 


Cc. P. R., will start at Ame on Janu 
ary 24th, and will visit the following 
points: Ame, Okotoks, High River 
Nanton, Vulcan, Blackie, Alix, Stet- 
tler, Castor, Coronation, Westlock 
High Prairie, Falher, Spirit River, 
Sexsmith, Grande Prairie, Peace Riv- 
er and Berwyn, thus running throug! 
the Province from north to south, A 
full day will be spent at each place 
and lectures will be given at 10,30 
2.00 and 7.30, with motion pictures in 
the evening.

FEED

The farmer who buys alfalfa is get 
ting the cheapest feed going, he gets 
his money not only in ton- 
nage, but also in actual feed value. 
A pound of alfalfa hay contains mores 
protein (the most valuable food con-

or timothy hay. It is necessary, how- 


ever, if the most satisfactory results 
are to be obtained, to feed it in a 
somewhat different manner than 


To get the best results out of alf- 
alfa, horses should not be given quite 
all they will eat up clean. A _ good 
rule to follow is one and one-half 
pounds of hay to every 100 pounds of 
horse, say a 1400 pound horse should 
receive only 21 pounds per day. With 


a reasonable amount of grain he wil! 
be in a condition to do heavy work 
with satisfaction. 

The complaint is sometimes made 


alfalfa is too much 
fa lax and that it affects 
the horse’s kidneys, causing inecreas- 
ed urination. The kidneys are not 
affected by the alfalfa, but what oc- 
urs when hors ire fed on excessive 
nmounts of alfalfa, is that they drink 
s)> much more wate The same thing 
occurs when are over fed on 
any food particularly rich in protein 
Both the laxative effect and the

Ex- 
periments have proved that there are 
no cases on record where the health 
of a horse has ever been really affect- 
ed by the feeding of alfalfa, The 
first cut is preferred by horses while 
cows prefer the second cutting which 
is more leafy and softer,

Many varieties of cheese are eithe: 
too expensive for the average purse or 
too difficult of digestion. This is es- 
pecially true of the hard cheese. Cot 
tage cheese, however, may be made at 
home from recently soured milk, or 
it may be produced by clotting the 
milk with the tablets sold at the gro- 
cer’s for this purpose. Or, if one haz 
no desire to produce the cheese from 
soured milk, commercial firms are pro 
ducing cottage cheese of excellent 
quality in this country. 

Cottage cheese is 


a substitute for 


meat and a delightful change, espe- 
cially around the holiday times, when 
many of us are apt to indulge too 


freely in the richer articles of diet 

Cottage cheese may be served plain 
as the main dish at luncheon or din 
ner. Brown bread and butter, a frest 
green salad plant and a large baked 
apple with cream would nicely round 
a meal whose principal dish was cot 
tage cheese, 

Excellent sandwich fillings may be 
made from it. Try mixing any of the 
following with cream cheese: Broken 
nut meats, chopped pimentos, finels 
cut green peppers or shredded cucum- 
ber.
